Will Lead United States 
As A Wheat Producer 


Canada soon will lead the United | 
States ‘in the production of wheat, de- | 
clared Senator Calder, of New York, 
in addressing the Senate in opposition 
to the St. Lawrence waterway project. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
proposed canal was ostensibly for the 
Purpose of carrying Canadian wheat, 
and pointed out that Herbert Hoover 
had stated that the United States 
would become a wheat-importing na- 
tion within ten years. In presenting 
an interesting picture of the possibili- 
ties of Canada as a wheat growing 
eouniry, the senator said the Domin 
fon would develop several times the 
wheat acreage of the United States.

‘That 
the crow is disliked by other birds 
may be noted almost any day when he 
is ‘subjected to atfacks from king 
birds and other small, but courageous 
birds. Only a bad citizen-gets himself 
“in dutch” all around. ; 
The crow’s single virtue appears ta 
lié in his ability as'a scavenger. To 


.|that might be added in justice, that 


he probably makes - an. occasional 
meal off mice and young gophers. 

’ How to dispose of the crow or to 
reduce his numbers is a problem which 
some would like. to have solved. In Ed- 
monton they organized crow ‘shoot- 
ing, expeditions with fair success. It 
seems to, be the only method avail-| ; 
able. One cannot poison him without 
poisoning other and more valuable 
birds at the.same time. His nest is 
difficult to find in the dense foliage 
of thickets or trees so the eggs and 
the young are practically immune 
from destruction. The shet-gun and 
the rifle are the proper weapons. Yet, 
anyone who has ever tried it will will- 
ingly verify the statement that the 
crow, the embodiment of bird wis- 
dom, is anything but an easy bird to 
shoot. He seems to have an uncanny 
instinct which warns him when a gun 
jis around.
